Any person or persons who 
shall hinder, obstruct or delay the pound- 
master or hie assistants in taking into

This 
balance was decreased by tha payment 
of various amounts, including $40,000 
for the settlement of claims arising 
out of the old Indiana Southern road, 
to $26,170.88, which sum was turned 
over to the purchaser of the property 
at the foreclosure sale.
